SEA VETERAN SPEAKS OF 
HIS EXPERIENCES. 


An {den of the hard lives led by 
the iron men ‘in wooden sailing 
of 40 to G0 yenra ago war

Capt. Holland {1s the Marinc

Lite 
has changed very much at sen dur- 
ing this period, more so, probab- 
ly, than in any other walk of life.

Fleets of Square-Riggers. 


In those days the ports of, the 
world were filled with square-rig- 
gers, most of which flew the Red 
Ensign. In one port alone, in my 
boyhood daya, I remember aecing 
at Jeast 100 squarc-riggers which 
Iny moored there at the  sanie 
time, wailing for curgo, On every 
voyage We made lunge numbers 
were seen and one of the Aner 
sights which now, unfortunately, 
can be seen no more, was to be 
in a fleet of between 50 and 60 
of them, as ] have been many 
times, in the North-East trades, 
approaching Enjland when each 
ship Was) steering practicnily the

Last One Wrecked. 


Now, unfortunately, thee have 
all yone, and where, foe hundreds 
of years, the Red Ensign proudly 
floated over fleeta of square-rig- 
vera, it ia only about eighteen 
months ayo that the Inst of the 
British square-rigged ships, the 
Garthpool, was wrecked on the 
Azores, and now the British fag 
docs not fly over any squnre-rig- 
er. 

1 do not suppose’ many here 
have ever sailed in a square-rig- 
ger, probably many have never 
neen one, but one of these old clip- 
per ships, under full gail, was, to 
my mind, the most beautiful 
creation that man ever made. To 
see them running free, with every 
sail stretched to Its utmost capa- 
city, made a picture of oyrace. 
majesty, stuteliness, and beauty, 
as they seemed to be flying into 
the wind. ‘ 

This has to be seen to be fully 
realised and appreciated, and not 
even the moving pictures of to- 
day can give you a real idea of 
what they really looked like. 


Wonderful Records. 


These old ships appenled to us. 
They were reat personalities anc 
we spoke of the Cutty Sark or the 
Thermopalae with bated breath. 
These and many others made 
wonderful revords in-the éld days 
fn their races of OO years ag 
Those such as the Sierras, Lochs 
and Shires, and many others, have 
remembrances in our mind which 
can never be effaced. ~ 

Each ship was, of course, the 
best, and when the crews of the 
rival ‘ships got together: and dis- 
cussed their various merits, the 
speeda which some of them: were 
reputed to have made would have 
made some of our Atlantic #rey 
hounds green with envy. 

We were certainly proud of 
theso ships, especially the one 
that we, oursolves, sailed in. We 
really went to sea in those days. 
The nverage voyage was of 100 
days. My own record {s 170 days 
between two ports, or five and a 
half montha! And to show you 
how long ane trip can really be J 
was, On another occasion, at sea 
for 132 daya without sighting 
land! F

THE IRISH ELECTION. 


In the alress and turmoil of 
other happenings, the General 
Election in freland has attracted 
little notice, The result, vie. 
tery for Mr. de Valera‘'s republi- 
can pirty, is somewhat unexpect- 
ed, but the state of parties in the 
Dail sugyests that the Fianna Fail 
Party will have to proceed 
gingerly, Its strength is 72 seats, 
but inasmuch as the Coagrave 
partly is represented by 56 mem- 
bers and Independents tots] 17, 
with Labour having seven mem- 
bers, it will be seen that Mr. de 
Valera is in the position of head- 
ing a minority Government. er 
combination of the other 
groups at any time would be suf- 
ficient. to eject the Government. 
Labour is sympathetic. admitted- 
ly, but its lender has already stat- 
ed that if election promises are 
not fulfilled, the Government will 
go within twenty-four hours, The 
Labourites consider themselves as 
holding the balance of power. 

As to the republican policy, Mr. 

de Vari recently stated that if 
he succeeded in winning the 
election, he would seek the abaii- 
tion of the onth of allegiance to 
King George and the withholding 
of the annual payment of three 
million sterling to England in re- 
spect of Jand annuitics. On. the 
other hand, he favours the perec- 
ful re-uniting of the North und 
Scuth, saying that force is out of 
the question. Generally apeaking, 
‘however, there is a belief that Mr. 
de Valera is not nearly ao revolu- 
tionary in his ideas us he Was na 
few years age, anid, moreover, 
that the responsibilities of office 
may further mellow his policies. 
His party is new looked unon as a 
constitutional ene, but there is 
some doubt as ta his power to con- 
trol the extremists. For this rea- 
son, it was expected that the Cos- 
gerave faction would have receiv- 
ed greater support than it hns. 
On the other hand, it seems — be- 
voad doubt that many voted repub- 
liean beeause of dissatisfaction 
with the economic situation, in 
the ywenuine belief that a change 
of ministera might help in the 
solving: of 2 problem which is 
more international than national, 
Much has been heard of the ex- 
treme wing of the republican 
party, supposed to be influenced 
by Russia, bul -no really serious 
fears nppenr to have been aroused. 
It-is well to remember that the 
power of the Church is still im: 
monse, and that it is definitely 
ngainst the extremists, while the 
innate conservatism . of the Trish 
people, who haye a natural {eel- 
ing for tradition and ure not but 
nature democrats, {y snother 
factor. 

An Irlsh writer, commenting on 
tho outlook just before the ‘Gen- 

eral. Election, stated that the

country had had its fill of fighting, 
there being a genuine, desire for 
peace throughout the land. The 
new Public Srfety Act, with pow- 
ers of Hfe and death such as no 
British Government dreamed of, 
has now been in force for several 
months, and there’ has been no 
bloodshed. Thin ia generally 
looked upon as a sign that the 
country: is entering Upon na new 
chapter. No English Govern- 
ment could have enforced such a 
lnw peacefully. Looking at the 
altuation generally, no very mark- 
ed changes are expeeted from Mr.

he has to face, None the less, the 
wise man does not prophesy ‘in re- 
gard to.

Mr. Arnold Toynbec, in’ hia 
hook, “A Journey .to China.” pub- 
Hebed in’ 1931, wrote as the fruit 
of his observations of the :situa- 
tion in Manchuria as follows: ‘In 
the competition for colonizing 
Manchuria, the Japanese have al- 
rendy Virtually admitted defeat;

that since they cannot hope to 
eplonize the country themselves, 
they may at feast profit by the in- 
crease in teade nrising: from its 
colonization by the Chinese, This 
Japanese policy * remarkably 
broad-minded and stalesmanlike: 
there are few nations that in the 
circumstances would be capable of 
meting rationally, But this 
merely points the fart that the 
Han) euteome, whether if be ten 
years off, or fifty, or a hundred, is 
already certain. In Manchuria, 
the Japanese will remain confined 
to the South Manchuria [Raibway 
gone With ita railway towns snd to 
the lensed territory in the Kavang- 
tung Peninsula, The whole coun- 
tryside will be filled to overflow- 
ing by the rising Chinese tide; 
and when that fleod rises beyond 
nacertain point, then the Japanese 
islands will disappear -whether 
by peaceful penetration, or by. 
violence, it is impossible yet to 
foretell," In view of — the violenee 
of the Jnpanese military methods 
in Shanghai, the worlil may very 
well wonder whether this form of 
silent and at the same time ail- 
cueeleping resistance of China to 
foreign oo ayegression will prove 
effective in this age and genera- 
tion, Mr. Toynkee recently  de- 
elared his opinion that the Japan- 
ese might secire all the sensa- 
tional victories but would be de- 
feated! in the end. Both the first and 
the second prognosticationsa are in 
line with post history. Out of 
Manchuria, proceeded the Man- 
chus Who once ‘conquered China, 
As a race they have practically 
disappeared’ in the land they con- 
quered, even as in the Innd from 
from which they. came, The dynas- 
ty which they founded in China 
hos gone down, and its great 
figures’ and the warlike tribe 
which supported it have’ disap- 
peared as thoroughly as have the 
queues which they once forced 
the Chinese to wear in. token of 
slavish subjection, and the appear- 
ance of Pu Yi as “dictator” of 
Manchuria in no way discounts
